they 
were 
presented. 
About 
one 
month w ill be necessary to make np 
the indiv idual rolls in preparing for 
the pay ment of the money to the diff 
erent claimants. 
Mr. Wishard spent more than a y ear 
and a half obtaining and preparing 
ev idence, which led to the collection 
of the claims, which are in addition 
to sums already paid to the 161st reg i­ 
ment and the two colored companies. 
The 161st regim ent was commanded 
by form er Gov ernor Durbin, who com­ 
missioned Mr. W ishard to collect the 
war claim soon after the return of the 
troops to Indiana. 
Follow ing sev eral months of labor 
in procuring ev idence, a claim for 
$ 30.800.06 was allov cedjby the auditor 
of the War Departm ent, but at that 
tim e it was learned that this was not 
the full amount due the soldiers. 
A d­ 
ditional ev idence was procured, and 
an appeal made from the decision of 
the auditor upon the new findings. 
After some difficulty 
the 
second 
claim was allowed, am ounting to $ 15,- 
89 7 87, and checks for both amounts 
were made pay able to the Gov ernor of 
Ind iana. 
The preparation for the pay ment of 
the money to the soldiers has been 
commenced. 
As much work is attach ­ 
ed to the com pilation of the m uster 
roll, it probably w ill be a month be­ 
fore the indiv idual w arrants are ready 
for distribution. 
At that tim e each 
beneficiary w ill be notified that the 
money is ready for his use.
